DAMAGE TO GERMAN SHIPS. 


London, January 28.—(3.03 a.mjJ— 
An account of the naval battle print- 
ed in the Daily Mail today says: 
“At the close of the action, the 
Derfflinger disappeared from ‘view 
with a funnel shot away and_ blaz- 
ing from stem to stern.. The Moltke 
was in no better plight, and the 
Seydlitz was awash astern. Accord- 
ing to a German prisoner the air- 
craft mistook the sinking 
for a British ship and dropped bombs 
on her, hastening her end.” 


FOR GERMAN CONSUMPTION. 


Berlin, January 27.—(By wireless 
to Sayville.)—Contrary to the Brit- 
ish reports that in the naval ‘figkt 
in the North Sea on Sunday last no 
British ships were lost and that pur- 
suit of the Gern-an ships finally was 
abandoned on account of German 
mines and submarines, the following 
official statement, was given out to- 
day by the German government : 

“In the three hours’ fight » which 
cost us the armored cruiser Blucher 
one British batt's erwiser and two 
destroyers were sunk. These facts 
not only were observed by our ‘big 
ships, but also were ascertained by 
a German torpedo boat which  re- 
turned. unhurt. This>torpedo boat 
shot, two torpedoes against a British 
battle cruiser, which was already 
heeling over, whereupon she cap- 
sized and sank. This also was ascer- 
tained- by a German di:.gible which 
was flying over the fighting © zone. 
This dirigible observed on other Brit- 
ish ships falling masts and -funnels. 
It’ is.cértain, therefore, that further 
‘eyuisers were seriously damaged. . 
iFinally the’ British fleet withdrew 
from the’ German squadron and _ be- 
yond the reach’ of their guns. There 
was no question of pursuit of the 
German ‘ships becawse the high speed 
of the British vessels would have 
enabled them to catch up with and 
destroy the German cruisers.’ 


OW WE STUDY BACTERI 


(From the Universit; of Albérta). 

For the study of bacteria we havo 
to cultivate. them. When we are 
going to find out the germs that ‘are 
in a material such ag pus, or urine, 
or soutum we sow some of it in a 
tube and then put it in an incubator 
at the temperature. best suited to 
its growth. These incubators are 
generally made of some form of 
metal and have a double wall of 
that material: Between walls water 
is placed and heat is put under the 
incubator and the temperature — is 
regulated by special nwans. Most 
bacteria grow or multiply best about 
body temperature, but same — will 
grow at very low temperatures, and 
even if frozen in ice will grow when 
the ice melts if we give them 
greater heat and suitable material to 
feed on . 

‘Some bacteria, like the typhoid, 
have the faculty of moving about 
in water by means of Very tine roots 
that are attached all over their sur 
face and are continually moving like 
the branches of a tree in a breeze. 

Other bacteria, when the food is 
scarce, or when the heat is strong, 
have the power to shrivel up and 
form: a_ thick capsule, or shell like 
the -hull of grain and seeds and can 
then stay that way just as seeds | 
do all winter. They will giow again 
by*bursting their shell when they get 
the proper heat and moiscure and 
food in exactly the same way 
seeds do when the warm sun ot | 
April comes and the rains peppers 
the soil for our crops. 

Each of these little ere grows | 
or multiplics by swelling up and div- 
iding into two, these two each 
divide, and so on.
